RED CROSS DRIVE 


A. C. Mitchell, Clerk of Courts, will 
lead the 1951 Red Cross Fund Cam- 
paign in Hancock County, which offic- 
ially started March 7. The goal for the 
local Chapter this year is $4,600. 

Robert L. Hamilton will serve as 
public information chairman during 
the drive which has a national goal of 
$85,000,000. Mrs. Roger M. Boh, Sr., 
will be in charge of the business houses; 
Mrs. E. C. Carrere, the Waveland di- 
vision; Lucy Belle, colored division; 
Mrs. Eunice Casanova, Logtown divi- 
sion; and Ethel Christmas, colored div- 
ision in Logtown. 

With the nation’s military strength 
soaring towards a goal of many million 
men the American Red Cross today 
faces its biggest job in serving the 
armed forces since the end of World 
War II. 

Responsible for welfare aid to mili- 
tary personnel and their families the 
Red Cross has spent over $500,000,000 
in providing this service over the last 
ten years. That sum represents nearly 
half of the organizations total expendi- 
tures for the period. 

Today with trouble in Korea and 
increased tension in Europe the Red 
Cross has more than 1,700 men and 
women serving in military installations. 
Of this number nearly 500 are on over- 
seas duty in the Far East and in Eur- 
ope. 

A principal Red Cross task is to 
provide communication between service- 
men and their families and to obtain 
information on home and medical con- 
ditions for the military authorities and 
to counsel on personal problems. These 
activities often involve financial help 
in emergencies. 

During the last fiscal year field di- 
rectors handled a monthly average of 
over 200,000 such cases and assisted a 
monthly average of 60,000 servicemen 
and their dependents. 

This casg load is increasing each 
month as the armed forces grow larger. 
In Korea during one month alone 2,500 
cases were handled. 

From these facts the public will re- 
alize that while the local goal may 
seem high our own share of the nation- 
al budget is in propostion to the pre- 
sent expenditures necessary and will, 
it is to be hoped, give generously to 
those who are giving their time to the 
door to door fund campaign during the 
month of March.

With the nation’s military strength 
soaring towards a goal of many million 
men the American Red Cross today 
faces its biggest job in serving the 
armed forces since the end of World 
War II. 

Responsible for welfare aid to mili- 
tary personnel and their families the 
Red Cross has spent over $500,000,000 
in providing this service over the last 
ten years. That sum represents nearly 
half of the organizations total expendi- 
tures for the period. 

Today with trouble in’ Korea and 
increased tension in Europe the Red 
Cross has more than 1,700 men and 
women serving in military installations. 
Of this number nearly 500 are on over- 
seas duty in the Far East and in Eur- 
ope. 

A principal Red Cross task is to 
provide communication between service- 
men and their families and to obtain 
information on home and medical con- 
ditions for the military authorities and 
to counsel on personal problems. These 
activities often involve financial help 
in emergencies. 

During the last fiscal year field di- 
rectors handled a monthly average of 
over 200,000 such cases and assisted a 
monthly average of 60,000 servicemen 
and their dependents. 

This case load is increasing each 
month as the armed forces grow, ldfger. 
In Korea during one month alone 2,500 
cases were handled. 

From these facts the public will re- 
alize that while the local goal may 
seem high our own share of the nation- 
al budget is in propostion to the pre- 
dent expenditures necessary and will, 
it is to be hoped, give generously to 
those who are giving their time to the 
door to door fund campaign during the 
month of March.

Our country was found- 
ed by a small band of thinking men. 
And the Delcaration of Independence 
was drafted by one of the greatest and 
deepest thinkers of this wonderful ne- 
tion. Many of his ideas were adapted 
into the Constitution of his native state, 
Virginia and also into the Constitution 
of the United States. 

Have you ever read these documents 
—the Declaration of Independence, or 
the Constitution of the United States? 
There is evidence and proof all in one 
glaring at you from these immortal 
words. Thought—deep everlasting and 
serious thought—was indulged in be- 
fore a word was put to paper. 

Thomas Jefferson, the third Presi- 
dent of the United States and founder 
of the Democratic Party was one of 
the truly great liberals of modern 
times. He believed, spoke, fought and 
wrote for the rights of the individual. 
He firmly believed in Democracy in 
its purest form and would not ` tolerate 
such monarchies and strong central gov- 
ernment under one man such as existed 
in England. He could not look favorably 
upon Britain for this very reason. 

One of the most recent Jeffersonian 
train of thought parties is our own 
States-Righters or Dixiecrats. I think 
the Dixiecrats, as dubbed, is in reality 
what Jefferson had in mind when he 
founded the Democratic party. Today, 
the nearest thing to his original Demo- 
crats is the “Dixiecrats.” The evolu- 
tionized Democratic party as it exists 
today is a far cry from the original 
group of liberal leaders whose main 
purpose and thought was for the peo- 
ple and their interests. The strong 

central powers of the party today is 
indeed enough to make “its father” turn 
over under his epitaph. 

This third president of our country

Add a little of hot 
rice mixture to the egg mixture. Return 
to saucepan. Mix well. Add butter, sim- 
mer about four minutes, stirring con- 
stantly. Pour into serving dishes. Add 
applesauce. Stir enough to streak apple- 
sauce through the rice pudding, but not 
enough ‘to blend. Six” servihgs.
